Although the great convention at 
ipgo dots sot meet until the second 


ffty*W Jme, tie hotels of the city are 
already thronged with the advance 
guard of the irrmense hot which will 
be on hand either as participants or 
spectators. The press dispatches are 
already largely made up of speculations 
as to vrhat the outcome of the conven- 
tion will be, and among the guesses are 
some that arc of considerable interest.

The courts will thus be called upon to 
decide whether, what we have hereto- 
bre thought was wind is in reality an 
leetrical disturbance. Professor Tice, 
who has been making observations 
along the path of the recent Marah- 
ield tornado, says there was "no wind, 
and that the damage done was all due 
to electricity. 
Some of his alleged 


observations are certainly very curious, 
such, for instance, as these: that while 
louses with metal roofs were damaged 
or destroyed, equally exposed houses 
with shingle roofs were left uninjured; 
hat the damage on other houses was 
directly proportioned to the amount of 
exposed metal used in their construe 
ion; that the bark from trees was 
stripped all around them and the ends 
of branches were torn into ribbons, and 
most curious of all, that dead and dry 
imbs were left uninjured, while green 
tranches in their immediate vicinity 
were shattered. It would really be en- 
:ertaining to have Professor Tice and 
other meteorologists called as experts 
n the Wisconsin insurance cases.

the amphitheater. 


The arrangements for the transmission 
of the dispatch annonneing the nomina- 
tion of Gen Grant for the presidency 
are perfect. 
The whole world will 


tnow of the boom in less than ten min- 
utes after the result is announced in 
;he convention. The Western Union 
Telegraph Company will have forty of 
their best men and eight receivers in 
the building, and the American Union 
will have twenty men. There will be 
,t least four quadruples and tour du- 
plex wires connecting the convention 
lall with the principal cities throughout 
-he country. 
The Palmer and Grand 


Pacific hotels are the centers of attrac- 
tion tor politicians at present, while a 
:ew of the leading ones are making 
:heir headquarters at the Tremont and 
Sherman. 


To-night the soreheads held two in- 


dignation meetings, one at the Central 
Music Hall and the other &t Farwell 
Bali. Hurlbut was the principal speak- 
ir at the latter place, and Anthony at 
the former. The attendance at bath 
meetings was very large at the begin- 
ning, but thinned out early in the even- 
ing.
